These were, in brief, the con-|

It so happened that in the day’s 
reading which included Ambassa- 
dor Stevenson’s report was a copy 
of’ the Manchester Guardian. It 
included an article on Peru by 
their brilliant reporter, James 
Morris. A couple of his para- 
graphs will illuminate the Steven- 
son analysis. Mr. Morris wrote: 


Classic Example 


“Peru offers an almost classic 
example of a revolutionary situa- 
tion. She is effectively dominated, 
for all her political permutations, 
by a small oligarchy — some ob- 
servers define it as the 2 per cent 
of her 11 million péople who con- 
trol all the wealth, others reduce 
it to the 25 supreme families of 
her social hierarchy. Her upper 
classes are Spanish, or mainly so, 
her proletariat is predominately 
Indian. ! 


“Her well-being is so unevenly 
distributed that though Lima (her 
capital) possesses homes of un- 
surpassed luxury and cultivation, 
away in the Andean Sierra mil- 
lions of the Indians are on the 
verge .of starvation, 


“Peru,” he continued, “pre- 
sents all the stock symptoms of 
reaction: absentee landlords, 
enormous semi-feudal estates, 
widepread illiteracy, political ir- 
responsibility, intricate mash- 
works of financial interest, snob- 
bery, sophistry, indulgence, osten- 
- tation. . . . For generations Lima 
was as effectively insulated 
against her bleak hinterland as 
ever was old St. Petersburg. But 
misery has crept up on her, the 
penniless Indians and half-castes 
have swarmed in from the coun- 
tryside, and today, to the impres- 
sionable foreigner, if not to the 
leggy girls on the -society pages, 
it is no longer the grand old 
churches or the jacaranda gar- 
dens that express the meaning of 
Lima, but the slums at the back 
of your mind.”

WASHINGTON (#—Disarmament chief John J. McCloy Monday 
night gave President John F. Kennedy Soviet Premier Nikita S.

“I suggest the best service the 
prime minister could do would 
be to resign,”’ Fell said.

Despite the outburst by Fell, 
the government was understood to 
be pleased with the reception 
given the announcement.

MADE IT CLEAR 

During questioning he made it 
clear beyond doubt he believed 
Britain’s membership in the Com- 
mon Market was of utmost im- 
portance.

“There will be very grave ef- 
fects upon the life of Europe if 
that happens,” he added.

- Rep. Vinson Offers 
Some Good Advice 


With an almost unanimous vote, the 
House yesterday approved the joint reso- 
lution already approved by the Senate 
authorizing an increase in the armed 
forces to 2,743,000 men. It sets the stage 
for a gradual or rapid buildup, depending 
upon whatever the circumstances may be. 


In any event, the immediate buildup 
will affect thousands of reservists while 
the regular forces are brought up to au- 
thorized strength. During this transition, 
the country again can be grateful to its 
citizen-soldiers. 

Georgia's Rep. Carl Vinson,.who intro- 
duced the resolution, made some signifi- 
cant remarks the country should not for- 
get. 


“T can only express the fervent hope,” 
he declared, “that if the Berlin crisis 
should ease, no one in the House or in this 
administratior’ will advocate a reduction 
in force. ... If this is the strength figure 
necessary to maintain peace, then this is 
the strength we must maintain until the 
peace of the world is assured beyond 
doubt.” 

Rep. Vinson is correct in pointing out 
that American armed strength has fluctu- 
ated too much during the cold war period. 
With each crisis we have reacted with a 
buildup, leaving the initiative always to 
the Communists. Successive flareups in 
Laos, Berlin and elsewhere certainly 
prove we must have the capacity for 
fighting both a nuclear and non-nuclear 
war. 

These fluctuations as economy meas- 
ures have not proved to be such. They 
have, in fact, had the opposite result and 
have invited the Communists to create 
crises and threats of war. 

Everyone regrets that this burden 
upon the nation’s resources must be con- 
tinued for as long as anyone can fore- 
see. Arming for peace, however, is our 
best imsurance against nuclear war.

Without Rapid Transit 


Each time there is a wreck on the ex- 
pressway Atlantans are reminded all over 
again of the growing inadequacy of the 
system.

Decision a Turning Point 


For England and Europe 


England moves toward membership in 
the European Economic Community 
(common market) slowly and surely. Re- 
cent economic crisis brought about by an 
adverse balance of payments makes the 
move less slow and more sure. 

This is a significant turning point for 
England, the. Commonwealth and the 
present six members on the Common 
Market. It also is significant for Britain’s 
partners in the European Free Trade As- 
sociation. As some have already indicat- 
ed, they will follow Britain into the more 
powerful organization. 

As much as England’s resolve repre- 
sents a turning point for the nations di- 
rectly involved, its real significance is for 
Europe as a whole—and the world. What 
we are seeing in Europe is the slow and 
painful birth of a powerful new state, the 
state of Europe. 

Eventually Western Europe will be an 
integrated political and economic entity 
(how integrated is a question yet to be an- 
swered; answering it when viewpoints 
are as divergent as the Netherlands’ and 
France’s, for example, will take a long 
time). It will be, both from a standpoint 
of population and industrial productivity, 
on a par with the two leading powers of 
today, the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

That is a long way off. The immediate 
years ahead will see England joining in an 
economic partnership that goes against 
the grain of all English history—but one 
that will be of infinite value to the 


_English and to their neighbors.

Gives a Warning 


The veteran educator Dr. Harmon W. Cald- 
well has felt the political fires of his time. This 
suave and learned Harvard man who has pro- 
posed his own retirement soon as. chancellor of the University 


System of Georgia deserves, therefore, to be heard as an expert. 

And last Sunday night he frankly told the Georgia Foundation 
for Independent Colleges an important reason for private colleges 
to exist: To assure scholastic freedom and independence. 


“Highér education is not and should never be a monopoly of 


the state, 
to state education. 


’’ said Dr. Caldwell, speaking as one who devoted his career 


The nation's present half-and-half proportion between private and 
public higher education prevents concentration of power over learn- 


ing, he said. 


“If one university is forced by social or governmental pressure 
to circumscribe the freedom of its faculty,"” Dr. Caldwell said, “‘then 
there are other universities and colleges in which faculty members 
may continue to exercise the inalienable rights of scholars and 


searchers after truth.” 


Moreover, he said, a private college can be as good as it wants 
to be, “‘not subject to the influences of state and federal controls 


that are sometimes stereotyping in their effects.” 

Dr. Caldwell was not knocking his own system of public colleges, 
which is educating two thirds of Georgia’s 51,000 college students this 
year. But he was urging a continued balance between state and 


private education on the college level in the next difficult decade, a 
time when enrollments will climb 50'per cent to 75,000 in Georgia, 
requiring heavy money contributions from private sources if the 


colleges are to cope. 


But what he did not say specifically about the political dangers 
afflicting public college education can be readily recollected by 


any citizen of Georgia.

‘teachers in the state have felt the heat from segregationist official- 
dom when they tried to teach the great Southern social issues ob- 
jectively.

At last, however, and partly

There is not now, and there 
never will be so long as we re- 
tain constitutional free speech and 
the right to private management 
of private property, any lawful 
and effective means of preventing 
television from showing what the 
public either wants or is too lazy 
or too stupid to reject by turn- 
ing off the dial. 


And there is not now, and never “ 


will be, any lawful and effective 
way to saddle the public authori- 
ties entirely with the responsibil- 
ity which belongs to parents, al- 
ways has and always will. 


This is the simple responsibility 


‘to direct, to guide and to disci- 


pline — repeat — discipline .— 
their children. 

It does not require sending del- 
egations to the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, to Congress 
or the White House — or even to 
City Hall. It only requires grown- 
up people to do one little thing: 
Tell the children to shut off the 
blasted TV at those times when 
programs obviously unsuitable 
for them are going on. And make 
sure that it really is shut off. 

The same goes for movies, and, 
actually, for juvenile delinquency 
itself. In nine cases out of 10, any 
father or mother who cannot cope 
with this thing before it starts is 
simply not doing his or her job. 

Now, of course, it is a sad fact 
of life that some children — a 
very few — are never amenable 
to any kind of discipline. In such 
cases, the parent can only do his 
best. But it is extremely improb- 
able, at all events, that any num- 
ber ef federal regulations, on tele- 
vision, movies or anything else, 
would accomplish much here. 

It-is a frustrating, almost a sick- 
ening, thing to see a nation which 
grew great long ago on personal 
guts and personal responsibility 
run howling to Congress for pro- 
tection against its own children.

This incident came to my mind 
when I read former Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon’s recently published 
newspaper article on foreign aid. 


Mr. Nixon confessed to a posi- 
tion of solid support for the Ken- 
nedy proposal on long-range for- 
eign aid commitments. He admit- 
ted that over the past 15 years, 
much of the more than 80 billion 
dollars we've spent on foreign aid 
has been wasted. He spoke of cor- 
ruption, inefficiency, complete-re- 
cent failure in Laos. He also said 
there would be voices raised 
against this long-term foreign aid 
commitment, adding: “‘The case 
opponents will make against for- 
eign aid on the hustings is as dev- 
astating as it is demogogic.”’ 


When I read that sentence I 
thought, “Here we go again.’ Be- 
cause someone disagrees with us, 
he is a demogogue. This is the 
traditional attack employed by the 
liberals against all conservative 
proposals, and how Mr. Nixon 
could fall into the trap and em- 
ploy name calling to justify his 
opinion is more than I can under- 
stand...

NICOSIA, Cyprus — Chester 
Bowles declared Monday that the 
United States is trying to edge 
away from a policy of massive 
retaliation. 

The undersecretary of state re- 
vealed: this in an hour-long ad- 
dress to a gathering of U.S. am- 
bassadors and other diplomatic 
representatives from 21 countries 
in North Africa and the Middle 
East. 


Instead of relying on a threat 
of massive retalilation, the policy 
enunciated by former Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles that 
would have brought swift, over- 
whelming punishment down upon 
any military transgressors,. the 
United States is relying more on 
a buildup of her conventional 
strength on the ground, Bowles 
said. 

At the same time, he said, the 
United States. is putting more 
weight on a political approach to 
her areas of sensitivity abroad. 

The feeling in the. Kennedy ad- 
ministration, he said, is that the 
force of political ideas is far more 

than the sum of the 
military strength and national 
wealth of any country.

Bryant was charged with shoot- 
ing Miss Sarah E. Petty at her 
home: on the Campbellton-Redwine 
Road, Rte. 1; Palmetto, last April 
1. He was indicted on charges of 
assault with intent to murder, 
burglary and carrying a pistol 
without a license. 


Judge Tanksley sentenced him 
to serve 20 years on the burglary 
charge, 10 years on the assault 
with*intent to murder charge and 
suspended five years. He sen- 
tenced him to serve a 12-month 
sentence to run concurrently with 
the other sentences on the pistol 
carrying charge and dead docket- 
ed an indictment charging assault 
with intent to rob. 


Fulton Assistant Solicitor Tom 
Luck asked maximum penalty for 
the young man who stood before 
the judge in a cream-colored 
sport coat and dark trousers: 


Luck said Bryant shot Miss 
Petty five times, shooting her 
through the door when she closed 
it, following her through the 
house and shooting her again 
where she fell and lay uncon 
scious four hours before she ral- 
lied and called police. 


CONDITION IMPROVED 


“Her condition has improved 
but is still critical,” Luck said. 
(She is on the critical list at 
Emory University Hospital). ‘“The 
state asks the maximum sen- 
tence. It is just by the grace of 
God that she didn’t die.” 


Bryant told Judge Tanksley he 
didn’t recall the shooting and 
said he didn’t try to evade cap- 
ture, but went home. Bryant's 
attorney, Russell Turner, said 
that although psychological evi- 
dence showed that Bryant knew 
“right from wrong” the young 
man has a “mental condition” 
that would require three to five 
years to effect a cure.

“You look for form more 
than color and if people only 
knew it they could just wander 
into their yard and get all the 
necessary materials,’ she said 
during the weekend at her home 
on Arden road. “Just pick a 
piece of nature just as it grows 
for its line and beauty are 
combined. You can catch a mo- 
ment of arrested growth in the 
life of a living plant which is 
ideal in its perfection. 


“The first thing to consider 
is your container. Select one 
with an eye toward the mate- 
rial you will use and the space 
and the room where it will be 
used, It might be interesting to 
note here that an Oriental ar- 
rangement is impossible for a 


‘dining room table because there 


is a front and a back to the 
materials used.” 


In creating an Oriental ar- 
rangement one must select the 
most perfect blossom and bud 
for the main line. It should be 
cut two and a half times the 
height of a tall vase or one and 
a half times the length of a 
rectangular container. This is 
called the heaven line, and is 
placed at the center back of 
the needlepoint holder. 


The next piece of material is 
cut a little lower and is placed 
on the holder back and to one 
side of the heaven. This is 
called the mountain and gives 
a third dimensional quality. 


Now for the third stem which 
is called man. It is cut two 
thirds of the height of the tall- 
est heaven line and placed on 
the holder to the front right or 
left of the tallest flower.

“In my arrangement I used 
crabapples for my heaven and 
man line,”’ said Mrs. Morris. 
“The earth was nejime funkia 
ana the container was~a usu- 
bata. The simplicity of an 
Oriental arrangement so me- 
times throws you but the te- 
sults are always very reward- 
ing and beautiful and I must 
Say admired.” 


It is quite appropriate to 
mention here something of the 
etiquette of admiring a Japa- 
nese flower arrangement. 

Good taste requires that a 
guest upon entering the Japa- 
nese home admires the flower 
arrangement which has _ been 
made by the hostess for his or 
her enjoyment. This is the 
proper way to proceed. 


Approach to within three feet 
of the tokonoma (that’s the al- 
cove where the arrangement is 
placed) look first at the domi- 
nant stem, then at the second- 
ary stem and finally at the 
third stem. After viewing the 
arrangement, study the contain- 
er or vase. This custom of ad- 
miring arrangements and com- 
menting favorably on them is 
good. 


Keep this in mind in case 
you are in the land of the ris- 
ing sun, and pretend the ar- 
rangement is pretty whether it 
is or not. There is nothing like 
putting on a good act.

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Thinking Man’s Golfer 


OLYMPIA FIELDS, Il.—‘Daddy, why is every- 
body watching Jerry Barber today?” inquired a little 
boy as the PGA playoff got under way Monday. 
“Doesn't anyone want to ‘see Arnold Palmer?” 


Of course Barber and Don January were the only holdovers 
from an original cast of 167 professional golfers. Palmer and 
pte nena had ve see and now Barber and January were co- 

Ki we stars on the fifth day and final 18 
» ‘at picturesque Olympia Fields. 


Barber had set the stage for the 
stirring showdown with an electrifying 
50-foot putt as darkness closed in 
Sunday night. That super stroke, on 
the heels of 30- and 40-foot putts on 
the previous two holes, had erased 
January's four-stroke lead after 15 
holes. 


As it turned out Monday aft- 
ernoon, Barber was the man to 
watch. The 45-year-old veteran 
parred No. 18, January bogied, 
and that lone stroke was the mar- 
gin separating the champion and 
contender after 90 holes. 


A magic putter paved Barber’s 
path to the biggest triumph of his 
golfing life. Over the 90-hole grind, 
the smallest man in the tourney did 
not three-putt a single green. 


Barber, 
Open crown, 
pounds, 


oldest man ever to win a PGA, Masters or National 
is the thinking man’s golfer. He weighs only 135 
but he offsets the lack of youth and brawn with brains. 


“How far was your three-iron shot out of the bunker on No. 18?" 
inquired someone during the press session, referring to the shot 
that won the tourney. ' 


A man said about 175 yards. Barber reached into his hip 
pocket, took out a little book and said, “I'll tell exactly. It 
was 183 feet.’’ 

How did Barber know? He spends more time studying a course 
before a tourney than some players devote to practice. He had 
stepped off the exact distance to that bunker before the meet and 
the information was filed in his course index.

“TI don’t have depth perception,” Barber explained. ‘‘I 
see, so I have to know these things. I’m also color blind. 


can't 


‘‘A lot of players use the course index now,” Barber continued 
and laughed. ‘‘I think they’re emulating me. So I'll tell you how I 
got the idea. There’s an amateur golfer named Gene Andrews in 
Los Angeles who has a card index on every course in the country. 
('m playing with him one day and he has me down several bucks 
before I know what’s happening. Figure he must know something 
about that course that I didn’t. So that’s when I started using the 
book.”’ 

Barber probably practices more than any pro on tour, and 
his amazing putting proves that practice makes perfect. He 
also attributes success on the greens to a heavy putter, ex- 
plaining that most golfers use a blade too light. 


The affable new PGA champ pointed out that he was swinging 
a weed cutter, chopping with a hoe and milking cows long before 
he saw his first golf course. He grew up on a farm near Jackson- 
ville, Ill. Golf brought the boy to the city, however, for he followed 
two older caddying brothers to the course. 


-“We watched the water holes, and we'd retrieve balls for the 
players, that was my start in golf,’ Barber explained. “But | had 
always been interested in golf. When Bob Jones made the Grand 
Slam, he was my hero. I was 14-then and I knew that I wanted to 
be a golfer. 


“My brothers and I would slip on the course in Jackson- 
ville and play three holes when the superintendent wasn’t 
looking. That was the first golf I played. 


““T’'ve been a pro ow for 21 years (on the. tour since 1950), 
but I’ve played a lot of golf as an amateur,” Barber continued. 


—He Practiced Putting Under Street Lights 


“T used to work in Florida in the winter as a hotel desk clerk 
at night so I could play golf in the daytime. Id sleep in the morn- 
ings and play in the afternoons. 


“That was. down in Clearwater. I’d play golf until dark, then 
I’d practice putting under the street light. That’s how bad I wanted 
to be a golfer. I always took this game seriously.”’ 


You’d assume that one of the longest tourneys in PGA 
annals would whip the smallest competitor physically. Did 
the 36 holes exhaust Barber Sunday? 


“It was real hot and I’ve never consumed so much liquid,” 
said Barber. He doesn’t smoke and he’s a teetotaler, but he goes 
for the soda pop. “‘I just hope my purse will take care of the Coke 
bill. 1 was real tired when we finished, but I’m not tired now. 
Would any of you fellows like to play nine holes right now?” 


There were no volunteers from the press corps. 


Barber then noted that winning the PGA meant a lot of things 
to him other than the $11,000 check. ‘“‘Permanent invitation to the 
Masters,”’ he said, ‘“‘and that’s wonderful. A Ryder Cup berth, 
permanent invitation to the PGA, not having to qualify for the 
Open. It means a lot to me.”’ 


As a result of his brilliant PGA performance, Barber re- 
ceived an invitation to go to England for a TV golf exhibition. 
He'll then return to the Wilshire Country Club in Los Angeles 
where he is serving his seventh term as pro.

It is not necessary, of course, to graduate 
from Annapolis before you take your first row- 
boat ride, but you may condition yourself for the 
event by remembering a few simple facts. 


Don’t be one of those riding in an overloaded 


boat. Every craft has a load limit, and any ex- 
cess beyond that is simply asking for trouble. 


It is not sissy, undignified or a reflection in 
any way on your courage, to wear a life jacket. 
And be certain there is a jacket or preserver-

These are only a few basic fundamentals, but 
they are responsible for a good percentage of the 
toll of human lives by the watery route each year. 


Almost any experienced boatman can tell you 
the simple “rules of the road,” in which are 
wrapped up the safe and courteous operation of 
any craft. Whether you are an operator or pas- 
senger, you'll be more confident if you know 
what they are. 


Remember that you are not a fish, have no 
gills for separating the oxygen from water, and 


that the third time you go down for keeps, you'll 
be a long time drowned.

When East failed to keep his 
partner’s diamend bid- alive it 
was naturally up to South to act. 
The conventional procedure with 
this holding is to make a take-out 
double. 


It was a moral certainty in 
view of the opening bid that if 
North and South were to score 
game it could be only in hearts. 


If South made the orthodox 
double North might respond in 
the major suit afid then the king 
of diamonds would come down in 
dummy and be attacked in the 
opening lead. 


South therefore decided to bid 

one heart. West rebid despite 
partner’s pass and North offered 
a raise. East and South continued 
the competition but North’s final 
raise to game was overly am- 
bitious. 
.. West opened the ace of dia- 
monds and continued with the 
queen, putting declarer in with 
the king. The first problem was 
the. play of the trumps. Holding 
nine of the suit, the normal pro- 
cedure is to play for the drop but 
South made an interesting deduc- 
tion at trick one. 


The lead of the ace of dia- 
monds marked East with the 
king of spades despite his pass 
for, if West had held the ace and 
king of spades he would hardly 
have been up against the ex- 
tremity of having to lead from 
the ace-queen of diamonds. 


Since East is known to have 
the king of spades, it is hardly 
likely that he will also show up 
with the queen of hearts since 
with that honor holding he would 
probably have kept the bidding 
open.

Displays 
include coins minted at Dahlon®ga, nug- 
gets and the old ore-crushing machine. 
For the real old-time mining spirit, head 


for the hills of Crown Mountain and try 


panning in the creeks. 


From Dahlonega, scenic drives lead 
deep into the NATIONAL FOREST. Among 
several loops, try this one: 
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79m. Spur road to CANE CREEK FALLS, 


one mile left, a beautiful natural water- 
fall and recreation spot. Although now the 
site of Camp Glisson (Methodist Confer- 
ence grounds), visitors are welcome to use 
the swimming pool, bathhouse and picnic 
tables. Visiting hours are listed on the 
sign posted on the U.S. 19 turnoff. 


86m. STONE PILE GAP, junction State 


Route 60 and U.S. 19, at the memorial 
mound to Princess Trahlyta. According 


to legend, the Cherokee princess retained — 


her youth and beauty from the magic 
waters of the spring on CEDAR MOUNTAIN. 
Follow the custom and drop a stone on the 
grave—it may bring good luck. For many 
years the Creeks and Cherokees lived in 
these hills, and fought bloody battles for 
them. Follow Route 60 along the flank of 
CEDAR MOUNTAIN, 


93m. SUCHES. This little town in the hills 


was the home .of Arthur Woody, the 
ranger who devoted much of his life to re- 
stocking North Georgia with deer. Turn 
right on State Route 180. : 


99m.’ LAKE WINFIELD SCOTT, a beautiful 


lake fed by clear mountain streams, where 
you can enjoy fishing, boating, swimming 
or horseback riding. This National Forest 
recreation area has cottages for rent and 


excellent camping sites, Just beyond lies 


VOGEL STATE PARK, one of Georgia’s most 
popular state parks close to the Appalach- 
ian Trail. A lovely drive between these 
areas takes you through Wolf Pen Gap 
and Sosebee Cove, set aside by the Forest 
Service as a memorial to Ranger Woody. 
The pioneer forester loved the great tulip 
poplars and wildflowers, which are now 
preserved for the enjoyment of all. 


105m. Junction. Turn South on U.S. Routes 


19-129. If the hour is still early, or if you 
are on a weekend trip, you could drive 
North to BRASSTOWN BALD, the highest 


point in Georgia (with a new paved road 


to the summit), or to ANNIE RUBY FALLS, 
deep in the woods, On your one-day trip, 
turn South on Route 19. 


108m. NEELS GAP. According to Cherokee 


myth, the Gap is the abode of Walasi, the 
Great Frog, leader of the ancient ‘Animal 
Council.” Untif the road Was completed in 
1925 it was known as Frogtown Gap and 
~~? crossed only by the Frogtown Indian 


199m. 
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On this 218-mile trip from Atlanta 
you'll discover many places where 
you'll want to stop and explore. 


130m. DAHLONEGA. Have another look at 


Lumpkin County Court House, one of the 
oldest in the state, or at North Georgia 
College, located on the site of the old U.S. 
Mint. Stay on U.S. Route 19 and continue 
through DAWSONVILLBE. 


184m. ROSWELL, a community of notable 


ante-bellum homes. Turn West on State 
Route 120, to U.S. 41, then Northwest 
around MARIETTA. 
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KENNESAW MOUNTAIN NATIONAL 
BATTLEFIELD PARK, commemorating the 
fields where Sherman struck in his first 
frontal attack on Atlanta in June, 1864, 
but failed to penetrate the Confederate 
lines. He then resumed his flanking move- 
ments. You can drive the paved road to 
the crest of scenic Kennesaw Mountain, 
passing trailside-exhibits, earthworks and 
cannon. All these will add to your under- 
standing of the tremendous Battle of 
Atlanta, really a sequence of maneuvers, 
engagements and siege. Return to Atlanta 
on New Marietta Road (U.S. Route 41), 
leading into the Northwest Expressway. - 


218m. ATLANTA. At the end of this day’s 


adventure your youngsters may have some 
gold in their pockets to recall the treasures 
of the hills. But the whole family will 
have shared the fun of going places to- 
gether and learning abeut America. And 
the next time you look at the dome on the 
State Capitol you will recognize the golden 
surface as a treasure of Dahlonega, pre- 
sented by the people of the mountains.
